The World All-American For 1928 


E PRESENT with considerable pride the World 
W All-American Selections for 1928. We believe they 

measure fully up to the standard of last year. 
Never before have there been so many impressive candi- 
dates claiming the consideration of the Committee and 
never before in the history of this institution has it been 
necessary to leave out of either All-American or Reserve 
honors so many animals that measure up so close to All- 
American standards. 

We are glad to report a continued growth of interest on 
the part of breeders in the All-American selections and 
we are glad also to be able to report at this time that the 
Prize Committee of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America has made an appropriation covering the award of 
appropriate medals to the All-American winners com- 
mencing with this year. This distinction will thus become 
even more than ever before the most prized honor of the 
show season. 

For the benefit of those who may not be familiar with 
the method of selection, we may say that selections for 
the World All-American are made by a committee com- 

osed of the judges at the National Dairy Exposition, 

astern States Exposition, Waterle 
Dairy Cattle Congress and the Pacific 
International Live Stock Exposition, 
with the Editor of the World as an 
ex-officio member. The Committee 
this year consisted of Axel Hansen 
who judged at the National; W. S. 
Moscrip who judged at Waterloo; H. 
H. Kildee, judge at Eastern States Ex- 
position, and R. E. Haeger, judge at 
the Pacific International. Exhibition 
at one of these four shows is not a 
requisite for consideration as it is as- 
sumed that the judges at these four 
shows will, among them, have seen 
most of the leading individuals of the 
year in the United States. Fortunate- 
ly, for the past several years, a mem- 
ber of the All-American Committee 
has been selected to make the awards 
at the Canadian Royal where the 
cream of Canadian herds are exhib- 
ited, so that this important section of 
North America has been assured of 
its fair share of consideration. 

The Committee held a meeting in 
Chicago, December 5, at which all 
members but one were present. That 
one had expressed his views in detail 
by letter. Careful consideration was 
given to the claims of all candidates 
for honors in this connection and 
every designation represents the unan- 
imous vote of the members participat- 
ing in the meeting.

The fifteen places on the All-American are divided 
among five states and two provinces of Canada, the five 
states being Illinois and Wisconsin, with three places each 
and California, Washington and Iowa with one each, while 
both Ontario and Quebec are credited with three each. 
The Reserves are more widely distributed, Wisconsin 
leading with three, thus giving this state the greatest 
number of All-Americans and Reserves this year. In the 
Reserve column we note seven states and four provinces, 
these being in addition to Wisconsin already mentioned, 
Illinois, Washington, Pennsylvania, Oklahoma, Michigan 
and Missouri, while the four provinces are Ontario, Que- 
bec, New Brunswick and Prince Edward Island. 


Considering the All-American awards and their distri- 
bution by owners, we find the fifteen All-American places 
split ten ways, Elmwood Farms of Deerfield, Illinois, and 
J. W. Innes & Sons of Woodstock, having three each; 
Raymondale Farms, Vaudreuil, Quebec, two, and the rest 
going one to a place except that two of the Wisconsin 
state institutions are included. Elmwood adds to their 
winnings in the showing of two Reserves, or rather one 

and one-half, as one of the Reserve 
: winners from this herd was sold after 
making eight shows in the United 
States and finished for another owner 
in Canada. This is one of the most 
outstanding All-American records any 
owner has ever made. The two run- 
ners-up, Innes and Raymondale, have 
both been heavy winners in past years 
likewise. Carnation Milk Farms, 
Seattle, Wash., with one All-American 
and two Reserves, and Mount Victoria 
Farms with one All-American and one 
Reserve, deserve special mention as 
does H. E. Robertson of York, Penn- 
sylvania, and the Jefferson County 
Asylum, Jefferson, Wis., each with 
two Reserve All-American winners to 
their credit. 

There is much of interest regarding 
the records appearing here. There 
are an unusual number of repeaters 
and others bringing additional All- 
American honors to sires and dams 
previously honored in this connection. 
Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld equals 
the previously unequalled record of 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, by winning 
four All-American designations, al- 
though Johanna Rag Apple Pabst adds 
still further to his honors in this con- 
nection as will be described later in 
connection with the detailed account 
of the classes. A new record of three

All-American winnings for females is set up by Triune 
Papoose Piebe, this year’s All-American two-year-old, she 
having previously won similar honors in 1927 and 1926 
respectively as a senior yearling and heifer calf. Alcar- 
tra Colantha Ormsby becomes the first All-American aged 
cow to have won the All-American designation at an 
earlier age, she having been All-American two-year-old in 
1925. King Homestead Piebe Lad, the All-American two- 
year-old, becomes the fourth All-American two-year-old to 
have come on to a similar honor the next year, his pred- 
ecessors being Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, Sir Francy 
Mercena Burke and Johanna Rag Apple Pabst. The All- 
American senior yearling bull, King Bessie Ormsby Piet- 
ertje, was the Reserve All-American calf last year, while 
this year’s calf ®& a brother to last year’s All-American 
winner at this age, both being sired by Brookholm Inka, 
himself a Reserve All-American winner in 1925. The All- 
American three-year-old heifer, was Reserve All-American 
two-year-old last year. The All-American junior yearling 
is a sister to last year’s All-American calf, while this year’s 
All-American calf is a daughter of the All-American junior 
yearling of 1924, she being also Reserve All-American 
two-year-old in 1925. The All-American Produce is the 
same as last year, and the All-American Get is sired by the 
National grand champion of 1921, a bull that would doubt- 
less have been All-American three-year-old if the All- 
American custom had been established at that time, it 
having had its beginning in 1922. 

Only one sire this year is represented by more than 
one in the thirteen individual classes, this being Triune 
Ormsby Piebe, who sired the All-American two-year-old 
and the Reserve All-American heifer calf, this giving him 
five All-American designations and one Reserve thus far, 
thus threatening the record of Dutchland Creamelle Den- 
ver Prince, who has a total of seven such designations, 
five All-Americans and two Reserves, the awards being 
won by five different daughters, with one Reserve daugh- 
ter being added to his list this year, while the honors for 
Triune Ormsby Piebe have come through two daughters 
and a son. Sir Inka May, himself an All-American winner 
in 1924, is represented by his second daughter in the All- 
American list this year, he being the only All-American 
sire thus far to have produced an All-American daughter. 
This statement is threatened this year, however, when 
Hoesly Sarcastic Joe Homestead was made Reserve AIll- 
American three-year-old bull, he being a son of the 1924 
All-American winner, North Star Joe Homestead, and 
again when Sir Segis Bessie Walker was made Reserve 
senior yearling bull, his sire, Matador Segis Walker 6th, 
having been Reserve All-American aged bull in 1922. It 
should be a source of considerable pride to Carnation Milk 
Farms that all three of these sires are owned and in serv- 
ice in their herd. 


The Bull Classes 

This class presented a real international problem in the 
long range comparison of the two outstanding sires, Sir 
Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld and Johanna Rag Apple Pabst. 
The bulls did not meet in the show ring, in fact have not 
come together since Sir Fobes was a two-year-old at In- 
dianapolis in 1925. Since both sires so closely approach 
perfection for the breed and in the absence of an oppor- 
tunity to pass on them side by side, the All-American des- 
ignation was given to Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld on 
the strength of his having made eight major shows during 
1928 and having met and defeated practically every aged 
bull of consequence on both the’ Canadian and American 
circuits, with the single exception of Johanna Rag Apple 
Pabst, who was shown only at the Canadian Royal and 
Ottawa Winter Fair late in November, winning handily in 
both instances. Thus after two years of retirement Jo- 
hanna Rag Apple Pabst comes back to maintain his lead 
in the All-American race, now having four All-American 
designations and one Reserve, while Sir Fobes Ormsby 
Hengerveld is close behind with four All-Americans in 
two, three, four and five-year-old form. At least three 
other aged bulls out this year would ordinarily be fighting 
for Reserve honors, these being Blue Earth Duke Ormsby, 
Abbekerk Sylvius Lad and Harry Waldorf of Ceralia. 

The three-year-old bull class was clearly indicated with 
last year’s All-American two-year-old, King Homestead 
Piebe Lad, for first position and Hoesly Sarcastic Joe 
Homestead who placed next to him at the National and 


later won grand championship at the Pacific International, 
clearly entitled to the Reserve. In the two-year-old sec- 
tion, however, there were three major candidates with 
only two places to be awarded, and several other bulls 
that would ordinarily claim serious consideration in this 
class. The Wisconsin bull, Harvest Matador Chief, finally 
received the call, with King Piebe of York 37th as Reserve 
and honorable mention going to Carnation Romeo Colan- 
tha. The winner is distinguished by a remarkable dairy 
quality along with size and rugged strength and his super- 
iority in rump and tail setting to the Pennsylvania bull, 
King Piebe of York 37th, recognized as one of the best 
two-year-old bulls ever brought out in shoulder and heart, 
and it was these points in addition to his greater depth 
that gave him Reserve honors over the Carnation bull. 

The senior yearling class was also clear with King 
Bessie Ormsby Pietertje, an undefeated junior champion, 
being invincible and Sir Segis Bessie Walker, undefeated 
except on the two occasions he met King Bessie, being 
equally clear for Reserve honors. The Griffith bull, Mount 
Riga Heilo Fayne Segis, had a similar record of winning 
junior championship throughout the season except when 
meeting King Bessie and deserves highly honorable men- 
tion in this class. ® 

In the junior yearling class, long distance judgment 
was necessary, an undefeated winner at the Pacific Coast 
shows requiring comparison with a similarly undefeated 
junior yearling at the leading shows of the east and 
middle west. The Califcrnia bull, Perfection Jewel New- 
aukum, junior champion at Portland and eight other Coast 
shows this year, finally received the call over King Sylvia 
Ormsby Piebe, who although undefeated in the junior year- 
ling class throughout the season, did not find any such 
competition to meet as came out in the senior yearling 
class. . 

In the bull calf class, ‘we find another son of Brook- 
holm Inka coming through with All-American honors. 
This youngster, Lonsdale Sir Inka Abbekerk, is from a 
dam receiving honorable mention in the aged cow class. 
Although the picture is rather inadequate, he is a bull of 
great character and balance throughout and not as up- 
standing as Mount Riga Sir Segis Piebe Paul, the National 
and Waterloo winner given Reserve honors. The last 
named was continuing to improve throughout the season 
right up to the late November shows and may be a real 
threat in the senior yearling class another year. 

The Female Classes 

For the first time in the history of the All-American 
selections we are able to present an All-American aged 
cow that has been a previous All-American winner in 
heifer form. Alcartra Colantha Ormsby, this year’s dis- 
tinguished All-American matron, was All-American two- 
year-old in 1925. That same year, she finished a yearly 
record in two-year-old form of 946.25 lbs. butter, 21,061 lbs. 
milk. She has been consistently near the top at Canadian 
shows every year since and is breeding on in a highly 
creditable manner, one of her daughters being All-Ameri- 
can junior yearling in 1926, and likewise making over 900 
lbs. as a 22-year-old, while a yearling son was junior cham- 
pion at the Canadian Royal this year. Reserve honors 
were given to Carolyn Netherland Lady, grand champion 
at Waterloo and the National, an@® an impressive string of 
state fairs this year. This record was made in the face 
of adverse conditions as she freshened shortly after the 
start of her lengthy circuit and milked so heavily that she 
finished up at Waterloo and the National where she was 
grand champion in both instances in very thin condition. 
There were three other major candidates for consideration 
in the aged cow class, these being Agate Valentine Fair- 
view Burke, the Portland grand champion; Aaggie Abbe- 
kerk Jewel, reserve grand champion under the All-Ameri- 
can winner at the Canadian Royal, and last year’s All- 
American aged cow, Oakhurst Colantha Abbekerk, who 
finished second in class to Aaggie Abbekerk Jewel at the 
Royal. These five cows were enough to make any selec- 
tion committee turn gray, especially where, as was the 
case here. no one member of the Committee had person- 
ally inspected all of the cows in question. 

In the four-year-old class, Sally Francy was given the 
call over the distinguished Wisconsin winner, Johanna 
Pietertje Artis Creamelle, because of her greater strength, 
particularly through the heart, balance and character. 
The decision in the three-year-old class was an extremely 
close one, Aaggie Sylvia 3d finally going to the top on ac-

prizes over a circuit that commenced in the Middle West 
and back through the strongest shows of the East, finish- 
ing up at Waterloo and the National, thus including three 
of the four major sectional shows as well as including one 
major Canadian show. Their highly successful season is 
reflected in their All-American winnings, which exceeded 
that of any other exhibitor this season. Others on the 
Eastern circuit that should receive special mention are 
H. E. Robertson, York, Pa., who was the biggest winner 
among eastern exhibitors; Yates Farm, Orchard Park, N. 
Y.; Bell Farm, Coraopolis, Pa.; Baker Farm, Rockingham, 
N. H.; Hurlwood Holstein Farm, Ashley Falls, Mass.; 
Detroit Creamery Farms, Mt. Clemens, Mich.: and the 
Jefferson County group from Wisconsin, which, like Elm- 
wood, made one of the hardest circuits of the year, start- 
ing in the Middle West, working East and finishing up at 
the National. Robertson Farms were represented by two 
separate show herds the greater part of the year, one 
herd starting at Aurora, Illinois, and working back East, 
to join the main herd at Eastern States Exposition. All 
of the exhibitors mentioned brought out grand champions 
at one or more of the eastern shows. Among the Middle 
West exhibitors may be mentioned J. D. McDonald, West 
Salem, Wis., whose very successful string was headed by 
the All-American three-year-old bull and the Reserve All- 
American aged cow; Femco Farms, Breckenridge, Minn., 
which started in July at the North Dakota fairs and con- 
tinued right through until the American Royal late in 
November; C. E. Griffith, Big Cabin, Oklahoma; Chap- 
man Farms, Kansas City, Mo.; Fredmar Farms, Jefferson 
Barracks, Mo.; the Wisconsin School for the Blind, Janes- 
ville, Wis.; the Iowa State Board of Control; Modern 
Woodmen of America, Woodmen, Colorado; Paul Stewart, 
Maynard, Iowa, who brought out the All-American Get of 
Sire, and a small exhibit from Maytag Farms, of Newton, 
Iowa. This list will serve to give something of an idea of 
the competition which came together as the foundation 
for a battle royal at most of the middle western and south- 
western shows. Carnation Milk Farms, Seattle, Wash- 
ington, kept on the outskirts through the middle of the 
season, starting in at Wisconsin and Michigan and drop- 
ping down through the South as a development proposi- 
tion for the Carnation Milk Company, ending up at the 
National where they were premier breeder and premier 
exhibitor. Rock River Farms also followed this course, 
starting out in their home state and working down 
through a southern circuit and finishing at the National. 
John R. Logan & Son, Seward, Illinois, did well over a 
middle western and north western circuit, as did the W. 
T. Rawleigh Company, of Freeport, Illinois, with a small 
exhibit, Elmer Frazier of Middletown, Indiana, and A. F. 
Randolph, of Canton, Illinois, made their customary swing 
down through the southeastern section where they have 
developed a con- 

siderable follow- 
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and E. M. Bayne, both of Romeo, Michigan, were also out 
in the middle west circuit with successful herds. In the 
northwest, Redfield State School & Home showed that 
they have type as well as production by their winnings 
over a short circuit, including in addition to their own 
state Minnesota and Dairy Cattle Congress. Wisconsin 
State Hospital is another state institution making a small 
exhibit at three or four major shows, their efforts being 
rewarded with an All-American honor for their two-year- 
old herd header. In the Pacific Northwest, mention must 
be made of the Western Canning and Dairy Company, 
White Sulphur Springs, Mont., while Ray T. Smith, 
Seattle, Wash., and others helped to make the show 
season interesting in that section. California breeders 
had an active season, although the World has had unusual 
difficulty this year in getting getailed reports for publica- 
tion. Rosemary Farm of Santa Maria, F. F. Pellissier & 
Sons of Whittier and El Colmo Rancho of Norwalk made 
an especially successful showing and participated in the 
great Pacific International at Portland, accounting for one 
All-American winner for California this year. 

In Canada, interest was well maintained as always, 
culminating in their great Royal show in Toronto in 
November, that in many respects was the greatest Hol- 
stein show thus for neld. J. W. Innes & Sons, of Wood- 
stock, Ont., as in other recent years, made the most 
extensive circuit of any breeder in Canada and were the 
heaviest winners, their string accounting for three All- 
American designations this year and their herd winning 
just half the first prizes in their great Royal show. The 
Cc. P. R. Demonstration Farm at Strathmore, Alberta, 
owned by the Canadian Railways, travelled about as far, 
covering the Prairie Province shows where they met the 
Innes herd on almost even terms, then going through to 
the British Columbia shows before returning east to the 
Royal. J. Walter Jones, of Charlottetown, Prince Edward 
Island, also covered considerable territory with his show 
herd, making two trips west to Toronto during the season, 
which is quite a distance when you see where Prince 
Edward Island lies on the map. M. L. McCarthy, Sussex, 
New Brunswick, another Maritime Province breeder, 
made an outstanding showing for his first season out in 
a serious way, while Raymondale Farm, Vaudreuil Quebec, 
did exceptionally well as always, their string including 
two All-American winners. Harding Brothers, of Welsford, 
New Brunswick, and Dickie Bros., of Truro, N. S., were 
other Maritime breeders deserving of special mention for 
their season’s winnings, while on the west coast the 
Colony Farm of Essondale, British Columbia, showed 
themselves able to keep up their end of the winnings 
in almost’ any competition. Mount Victoria Farms. Hudson 
Heights, Quebec, did not start their season until most of 
the exhibitors had finished, their initial showing being at 
the Royal in November and finishing up at the Ottawa 
Winter Fair on their way home.

The Holiday Number 


|: THIS issue, we present as the leading feature the 





seventh annual selection of World All-American show 

ring winners. Starting back in 1922, merely as an 
interesting newspaper feature, the annual World All- 
American selections have each year increased in im- 
portance in the minds of the Holstein breeding public 
until these designations are today generally considered 
to be the most prized honor of the show ring. The Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America is now taking offi- 
cial cognizance of these selections and, commencing with 
the current year, will award through its Prize Committee 
a suitable medal in each of the fifteen All-American 
classes. It is planned to award these medals as a feature 
of the Annual Convention program. 


We wish to take this opportunity of expressing our 
thanks publicly to the members of the All-American Se- 
lection Committee for the time and thought and effort 
they have spent in connection with it. Every member 
recognizes the responsibility which the importance of the 
awards entails upon him and we are glad to be able to 
say that the uppermost thought in the mind of each Com- 
mittee member has been to do his best to see that the 
All-American and Reserve selections are placed where 
they belong upon a basis of merit solely. Just so long as 
this spirit prevails will the project continue to hold its 
high place in the esteem of the public. 

Last year, in the Holiday Number, we said: 


“As the breed continues to advance and breeders 
give more and more attention to the show ring, it 

is evident that the great problem of the future in 

connection with the All-American selections is going 

to be the matter of giving adequate recognition to 

even a fair proportion of the animals good enough 

to merit it.” 

The truth of this prediction was evident this year 
more than ever before when the Committee met for its 
final consideration of this subject. While, back in 1922, 
all classes were not filled because of the lack of animals 
considered sufficiently outstanding or meritorious to de- 
serve such recognition, this year the problem of the Com- 
mittee was to find places enough in the thirty designations 
made for all of the animals that were considered worthy to 
receive them. This fact, in itself, is a striking measure of 
the advancement which the breed has made through the 
show ring in the past seven years. Something of this 
wealth of material is indicated by the display of pictures 
of the leading winners of the year that appears as another 
important feature of this Holiday Number. Any summary 
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of such a large institution as a season of Holstein show- 
ing would run into inordinate length and perhaps prove 
rather dry reading at best, if attempted. Accordingly we 
treat the subject only in the most general terms in one of 
the feature articles and leave these pictures to tell the de- 
tailed story. 

Where Are We Drifting 

Everyone who has followed the shows at all has noted 
the great increase in the number of entries and the 
amount of general interest. Definite figures presented in 
this issue show that nineteen leading shows averaged 210 
head per show in actual competition as compared with an 
average of 180 in the same shows the preceding year. 
With the accompanying improvement in quality and the 
keeness of competition, it is getting to be harder and 
harder for the average breeder at a major show to break 
into the money at all. What is the final result going to 
be? Certainly, if this growth continues it is going to 
make it impossible for most exhibitors to win enough to 
make any start upon paying their expenses and the ques- 
tion arises as to how long the rank and file of breeders 
will continue to patronize the shows under such condi- 
tions. Premium lists are not keeping pace with the in- 
crease in the strength of the competition and many of the 
fairs feel that they are spending about as much for live 
stock premiums as they can afford to at present. One 
solution that you will hear more about would be to con- 
centrate the present prize money in fewer classes, giving 
larger premiums and more of them in each class retained. 
Under this plan the younger classes would beeeliminated 
entirely, and our shows would be made up of animals of 
producing age upwards, cutting out the calves and year- 
lings, and, of course, the young groups. 

We understand that one of the other breeds is giving 
very serious consideration to the matter of recommending 
such a change for the National Dairy Exposition. There 
is much to be said on both sides of the question. It is a 
live subject for discussion right now and promises to be 
more so as time goes on. We would like our readers to 
be thinking about it and would welcome discussion 
through our columns. 


The Cover 


UR cover design this week is built around an inter- 
O national problem that confronted the All-American 

Selection Committee. This problem was in relation 
to a decision between two animals that are recognized as 
approaching perfection in mature Holstein type more 
closely than any other bulls that have come forward in 
recent years. They have not met in the show ring since 
Sir Fobes was winning his way to the top in the two-year- 
old class in 1925, and Johanna Rag Apple Pabst as a four- 
year-old ‘was winning his second National grand cham- 
pionship and his third All-American designation. Since 
that timt, Johanna Rag Apple Pabst has added one more 
All-American honor, heading the aged bull section in 1926, 
following which he was retired from the show ring only 
to emerge again at the ‘Canadian Royal this year to add 
class to that great Holstein spectacle and at the same 
time to create the aforementioned international problem. 
Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, however, during this pe- 
riod, has been carrying all opposition before him, winning 
three major grand championships as a three-year-old in 
1926, adding seven more in 1927 and eight again in 1928, 
to bring his ‘total of consecutfve grand championship win- 
nings up to eighteen with a nineteenth for good measure 
in the early part of the 1925 season when he was but a 
two-year-old. In the current season, he has traveled east, 
west, north and south to win out over all competition that 
may have entertained aspirations during the regular show 
season both in the United States and Canada. 

And then came along Johanna Rag Apple Pabst in late 
November to complicate the picture. The Committee was 
faced with an impossible task when it came to splitting 
hairs at long distance between two such bulls as these, 
both so closely approaching perfection. We believe the 
Committee did wisely, therefore, in placing the All-Ameri- 
can honor upon Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld as repre- 
senting the difference in record this season. There 
was really no other action that would have been 
equitable in the absence of a direct meeting between 
these two super champions. It will be understood that 
the Committee, in deciding the matter in this way, is not 
establishing a precedent along the line that a season’s 
record will be a determining factor except in the case of 
a virtual tie between two animals that have not been 
shown together in the same ring. If an animal makes but 
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a single show and is clearly superior to any other animal 
that has been out in that class, even though some other 
one may have been a consistent winner at a long list of 
shows, the policy of the Committee is to place the award 
upon what it believes to be, without question, the better 
animal. 


We trust we have made the matter plain to our read- 
ers and are glad to honor both these great sires by 
placing them on the cover of this Holiday Number. Our 
congratulations are extended to both owners, Elmwood 
Farms of Deerfield, Illinois, and Mount Victoria Farms of 
Hudson Heights, Quebec. 





For no reason at all the Roughage Department wishes 
to make a contribution to the Holiday Number and, as 
has become our custom, select an All-American “eleven.” 
We don’t fuss with any 13 and 2 groups as the cattle de- 
partment does but we choose 11 and our 11 makes a swell 
football team.

The Junior Holstein Show, Eastern States

There was not a dull moment in 
the showing of the Blacks and Whites 
by 4-H Club members from the time 
the first calf was led in until the 
herd ribbons were placed. Of the 
100 dairy animals in the junior ex- 
hibit practically one third were Hol- 
steins. As a fairly uniform number 
were shown in each class the young 
exhibitors walked out with their full 
share of the $1,500 in gold handed out 
by Nathaniel Bowditch representing 
the Massachusetts Society for Pro- 
moting Agriculture.

count of her greater strength in back and loin and rather 
more strength throughout. Forum Vesta Diamond, in the 
Reserve position, was a member of the 1927 All-American 
Get of Sire for Forum Patriarch. She carries a beautifully 
hung udder, and was given the Reserve position over 
Carnation Ormsby Parthenea, her most serious contender, 
on account of her greater strength and constitution, al- 
though the last mentioned was one of the milkiest looking 
three-year-olds out in 1928. 

The two-year-old class brings up a very interesting 
situation with last year’s All-American senior yearling 
in first position, last year’s junior yearling as Reserve 
two-year-old, and with honorable mention to the Reserve 
junior yearling of 1927. Triune Papoose Piebe, although 
making but two shows*this season, is clearly outstanding, 
this being her third successive year as an All-American 
winner, a showing no other female has ever duplicated. 
Inka Wayne Creamelle, last year’s All-American junior 
yearling, has made a most impressive record covering the 
most important shows in the east and middle west and 
is a highly qgeditable two-year-old, as she had to be to 
rank over Winona Lenox De Kol, the New Brunswick 
heifer that placed next to the All-American winner at the 
Royal show. Strathmore Veeman Fairchild, who was un- 
beaten during the whole season except by the Reserve 
All-American winner. is another two-year-old deserving 
special mention in this class. 

Among the senior yearlings, two of the greatest heifers 
of recent years were up. for consideration. The winner, 
Netherland Belle Homestead, had made the unequalled 
record of thirteen junior championships and six grand 
championships in yearling form this season, and had 
placed over Mountain Ash Colantha Ormsby on both oc- 
casions when they had come together, this being at Water- 
loo and the National. 

In the junior yearling class, also, there were two out- 
standing heifers to consider, these being Carnation Inka 
Pontiac and Faforit Ormsby Beauty, both being outstand- 
ing winners, the former undefeated at the leading shows 
of United States and the latter veaten only once and on 
every other occasion junior champion at the leading shows 
of Canada, including the Royal. The Canadian heifer is 
in some respects the stronger of the two, but is a bit 
thick in the shoulders and not so good in the pins as the 
Carnation heifer. We regret that a better picture of Car- 
nation Inka Pontiac is not available for use in this con- 
nection. The professional picture made of her at the be- 
ginning of the show season was wholly inadequate and the 
picture we are using is an amateur snapshot. 

In the calf class. we find an undefeated winner, Oak- 
wood Piebe Allie 2d, in first place with Miss Triune Ormsby 
Wayne, a daughter of Triune Crmsby Piebe, as a very 
creditable Reserve. The former is a daughter of the All- 
American junior yearling of 1924, who was also the Re- 
serve All-American two-year-old in 1925. 

In the Get of Sire class were three major contenders, 
the Get of Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby which won at the 
National and Waterloo, the Get of King Piebe of York 
which was undefeated in the East and placing second to 
the particular Tritomia combination shown at the Na- 
tional, and the Sir Inka May Get which had likewise been 
a heavy winner throughout the season. The uniformity 
and dairy quality of the Tritomia group finally gave them 
the call with King Piebe of York winning over Sir Inka 
May for Reserve honors on account of their greater matur- 
ity. The Sir Inka May yearlings made a sweet lot and are 
given very honorable mention by the Committee. 


Last year’s All-American Produce of Dam repeated this 
year, these being the son and daughter of Aaggie Sylvia, 
1922 National grand champion. Last year, the bull was 
All-American three-year-old and the heifer Reserve All- 
American two-year-old, and this year the heifer was All- 
American three-year-old, while the bull is in the honor 
class in the aged section. The question of Reserve honors 
in this class, however, gave the Committee a real prob- 
lem, the selection finally falling upon two daughters of 
Polly Posch Abbekerk, who thus brings further honors to 
her famous sire, Prince Colanthus Abbekerk. This Re- 
serve group consists of the All-American four-year-old and 
her yearling sister that was reserve junior champion at 
the recent Canadian Royal. Special mention goes to Car- 
nation’s great pair of cows out of Gypsie Posch Ruby, and 
to the fine pair from Forum Diamond Homestead, includ- 
ing the Reserve All-American three-year-old and one of the 
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good two-year-old bulls of the year. These two groups, the 
most important from a breeder’s standpoint, are the only 
ones for which All-American designations are made.

Their 
three-year-old, Aaggie Sylvia 3d, was 
also All-American in her class and 
showed with her brother, Abbekerk 
Sylvius Lad, the Innes herd sire, as 
All-American Produce for the second 
successive year, the bull also being 
an All-American of last year and one 
of the best aged bulls of 1928. 





T. R. Dent, Woodstock, Ont., is part 
owner with Innes & Sons of one of 
the best sons of Abbekerk Sylvius 
Lad, out of the All-American aged 
cow, Alcartra Colantha Ormsby. This 
senior yearling bull, “Abbekerk 
Sylvius Lad 13th, was junior cham- 
pion at the Royal this year and 
member of the first prize Get at that 
show, where his dam was grand 
champion female and his sire reserve 
grand champion bull. Few such 
great show bulls have such a heri- 
tage of prize winning ancestry close 
up. The bull was exhibited with the 
Innes show herd. 





The Wisconsin Board of Control, 
Madison, Wis., although comparative- 
ly a new comer to the major circuit, 
was successful in exhibiting the All- 
American two-year-old bull, the All- 
American senior yearling heifer and 
furnished one member of the AIll- 
American Get of Sire. Several show 
herds were put out by the Board of 
Control this year. One, representing 
Wisconsin School for the’ Blind, 
Janesville, Wis., won fifteen grand 
championships, 14 senior champion- 
ships and 21 junior championships, as 
well as 164 firsts, at fifteen shows 
including the National and Waterloo, 
seven state fairs and six good county 
fairs. Wisconsin’s State Hospital, 
Mendota, Wis., exhibited successfully 
at the National, Waterloo, Wisconsin 
State Fair and four other good Wis- 
consin shows and several other Wis- 
consin State Institutions did well at 
Wisconsin State Fair and elsewhere. 
Next year it is planned to send one 
herd representing the combined in- 
stitutions over the major circuit. 





Paul P. Stewart, Maynard, lowa, 
who has been showing every year 
with gradually increasing success, 
this year brought out the All-Ameri- 
can Get of Sire, with a group by his 
former herd sire, Tritomia Pietertje 
Ormsby, himself a National Grand 
Champion and sire of two first prize 
Gets at the National in addition to 
two first prize A. R. Gets. At Water- 
loo and the National this Get included 
in addition to three animals bred and 
exhibited by Mr. Stewart, the great 
aged bull, Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby 
Lad, owned by Wisconsin School for 
the Blind, but even without this bull 
in the group, the Stewart Get won 
first wherever shown except. at 
Eastern States where it stood second 
to Robertson’s Reserve All-American 
Get of King Piebe of York. 





The Robertson Farms, York, Pa., 
had two very successful show herds 
on the road this year, both making 
major circuits, the first string in the 
East and the second string in the 
Middle West, both herds being com- 
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bined for Eastern States, the National 
and other late shows. The two herds 
exhibited at sixteen shows, including 
the National, Eastern States, Central 
States, Trenton, six state fairs and 
six good district shows, winning a 
total of 352 ribbons, of which 38 were 
championships and 116 were firsts. 
The Get of King Piebe of York, un- 
defeated with the first string, except 
at the National, was named Reserve 
All-American and the bull, King Piebe 
of York 37th, also undefeated except 
at the National, was Reserve All- 
American two-year-old. This bull won 
eight grand championships this year 
out of ten shows. The Get of Sire 
by King Piebe of York has now been 
exhibited at 44 shows with the first 
string in the past four years and has 
only three times failed to win first, 
winning 21 out of a possible 22 blues 
the past two years. Another son of 
King Piebe of York will be remem- 
bered as Reserve All-American junior 
yearling last year. 





Arbu Farm and Kennels, Detroit 
and Oxford, Mich., this year brought 
out one of the great senior yearlings 
of all time, Mountain Ash Colantha 
Ormsby, who was junior champion at 
the Ohio and Michigan State Fairs 
and junior and grand champion at a 
number of the best county fairs of 
Michigan.

THE ALLEGANY-STEUBEN HOLSTEIN SALE 


The Holstein breeders of Allegany and Steuben counties, New York, 
staged another successful event in the sale series held annually under the 
auspices of the Allegany-Steuben Holstein Club when ninety-eight head were 
sold to forty-three different breeders in New York, Pennsylvania, on Novem- 
ber 14 and 15, at Hornell, New York. This year’s sale proved to be very satis- 
factory and showed a much higher average and higher top figures than any 
of the previous events in this series for several years past. The ninety-eight 
head sold for a total of $18,035 or an average of $185, as compared with an 
average of $165 for last year’s sale and averages of $140 and $145 for two years 
previous to 1927. The offering was made up of eleven females in milk with- 
out records themselves but from tested dams and fifty-nine females without 
records and from dams without records, both groups averaging $204; eight 
heifers under two years of age from untested dams which made the fine aver- 
age of $153, four bulls from short-time record dams averaging $146 and fifteen 
young bulls from untested dams which averaged $92. The top price of the 
sale was paid for the only tested animal offered, this being Oatka Pontiac 
Korndyke 3d consigned by the State School of Agriculture at Alfred, New 
York. She has a 7-day record of 31.06 lbs. butter at 5 years, 27 lbs. at four 
years and 17 lbs. as a two-year-old. She is sired by a son of Model King Segis 
Koningin and out of a 30-lb. daughter of Pontiac De Kol Korndyke. Her new 
home will be in the herd of L. S. Dibble, Westfield, Pennsylvania, who secured 
her at $525. Another good one was Mayola Pietertje Pearl, a four-year-o!d of 
well known blood lines, who was purchased by John Tubbs, of Osceola, Penn-

NEW YORK MILK PRICES FOR 
NOVEMBER 
Dairymen’s League 

A Christmas present in the form of 
the highest price ever received for 
November milk will be received by 
members of the Dairymen’s League 
Cooperative Association, Inc., accord- 
ing to an announcement from the 
headquarters of that organization 
today. 

For milk produced during Novem- 
ber members will receive a net base 
price of $3.08, which is higher by six 
cents per 100 pounds than any pre- 
vious price in the history of the asso- 
ciation. The previous high figure of 
$3.02 was in November 1927. 

All through the fall members of the 
Dairymen’s League were urged to in- 
crease their production to supply the 
needs of their market during the ex- 
pected short period in - November. 
Producers cooperated, said Associa- 
tion officials, and the record return 
they are receiving for November milk 
justifies the effort they made to keep 
their market supplied. 

This price, it was said, is due to the 
fact that every pound of milk avail- 
able for the fluid milk and cream 
markets was disposed of in those 
classifications. 

Checks for last month’s milk will 
reach the farmers in time for Christ- 
mas shopping. 

Sheffield Farms 

North Chatham, N. Y., December 6, 
1928. The Secretary of the Sheffield 
Producers Cooperative Association, 
Inc., announced today that the price 
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to be paid members of the Association 
for the milk sold by them in the 
month of November is $2.93 per hun- 
dred pounds for three per cent Grade 
B milk in the 201-210 mile zone with 
the usual freight, grade and butterfat 
differentials. This is equivalent to 
$3.13 per hundred pounds for Grade B 
milk sold on a 3.5% butterfat basis. 

This is an increase of 10% cents 
per hundred pounds over the October 
price.
